He was rather weaker than 
yesterday, and was not able to take the usual 
quantity of nourishment; Milk with lime-water 
was given him as soon as his stomach would 
bear it after the direct effects of the ether had 
passed away, and later in the day he had meat 
juice and beef extract, but was allowed no solid 
food. His pulse, probably asa result of gastric 
disturbance, was rather higher during the after- 
noon, and at 4:30 went to 110, but bis tempera- 


ture did not rise correspondingly until about 


the time of the evening examination, when it 
reached 101.9. The febrile rise shown by the

but was fully accounted for in the judgment of 
the surgeons by the operation and its conse- 
quent nervous excitement, and by nausea and 
other effects of the ether. It therefore caused 
no anxiety. Early in the evening the fever be- 
gan to subside, and the President went asleep 
without anodynes. Since that time his pulse 
and temperature have slowly fallen, and bis von- 
eral condition nas improved. At this hour (11:30 
p. m.) his pulse is 98, nis skin is moist and healthy 
in tone, his temperature not more than half a 
degree above normal, and he continues to sleep 
quietly. Bliss expresses the opinion that he 
will have a good, refreshing night, and that

IEK WILL BE ENTIRELY FREE FROM FEVER. 
It is possible there may be considerable febrile 
disturbanee again to- morrow before the patient 
begins to permanently improve, but the ulti- 
mate result of to-day’s operation ig expected to 
be a marked and decided change for the better. 
The incision made this morning cannot be 
closed or obstructed by the process of granula- 
tion as the old track of the ball was between the 
ribs, for the reason that the cutis through the 
soft parts of the body, where there are no bones 
to prevent the spreading or separation of the 
sides of the wound whenever they begin to 
close in the process of healing.

THE DOCTORS. 
DR. BLISS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 8.—At noon the 
Western Associated Press Agent saw Dr. 
Bliss, who said: “ We are well satisfied with 
the President's present condition and pros- 
pects. When I left the President, a few mo- 
ments ago, he was sleeping. He had entire- 
ly recovered from the effects of the etheriza- 
tion, and was resting calmly. You see, the first 
incision was above the twelfth rib, and the pus, 
instead of flowing directly, accumulated ina 
cavity. Now, this morning we cut in, not very 
deep, sous to bring about a continued flow of 
pus. There is no reason in the world for any 
uneasiness. The President is doing well. This 


operation is one of the necessary incidents of the 


case. The President will be much better, I think, 
to-night than be has been any evening yet. We 
are entirely satisfied with his condition. We 
decided not to give him any nourishment until 
the afternoon.” 
DR. REYBURN 
said the President was doing well, and that in- 
stead of anybody feeling uneasy about the 
operation, it was cause for more hope, as it will 
help the case. : 
THE CAUSE OF THE FEVER. 

Drs. Bliss and Reyburn both said that the 
increase of fever in the evenings had been due 
to the accumulations of pus, and that they were 
satisfied this operation would relieve that and 
reduce the fever. 

AT 10 O'CLOCK TO-NIGHT 
Dr. Biiss said that he was entirely satisfied so 
far with the operation.—that it relieved the 
President almost instantly. Dr. Bliss said that 
the only thing necessary to a certain recovery 
of the President wasto keep the discharge of 
pus open; that every obstruction of the dis- 
charge manifested itself immediately in unfa- 
vorable symptoms; that as soon as the evening 
febrile rise showed itself the surgeons were sat- 
ised that there was an obstruction in the 
discharge of pus. He said the doctors 
beld a consultation, at which it was determined 
that the flow of pus was not as free as it ought 
to be; that the curve over the twelfth rib ob- 


structed the flow. Dr. Bliss proposed an incision 


below the twelfth rib. and it was agreed to. It 
was made this morning. 

AT HALF*PAST 10 O’CLOCK TO-NIGHT 
Dr. Bliss, who was beside the President, sent to 
the Western Associated Press Agent the toliow- 
ing: 
“The President bas just awakened from a re- 
freshing sleep and is really in good condition. 
He has taken nourishment. The fever is slight. 

BLIS.“ 

The next inquiry made by the Western Press 
Agent was after 11 o'elock, when the following 
note from Dr. Bliss, dated 11:15, was received in 
reply to a question as to how the President was 
dong: 

»The President is sleeping sweetly. Pulse, 98 
to 100, full and soft, free from fever or increased 
temperature, so far as can be determined by the 
hand. He is sleeping without anodynes, and 
promises a first-rate night. BISS. 

At 11:30 Dr. Bliss said: “The President is 
sleeping naturally and quietly.“ He said the 
surgeons did not apprehend any further trouble 
with the wound, and expressed the opinion that 
the President would recover slowly but surely 
now.

CROP-PROSPECTS. 


RUSSIA. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Aug. 6.—Under normal conditidns, 
the competition between the United States and 
Russia in wheat exports to Western Europe has, 
in former years, veen sharp, she having been 
our most formidable competitor. but through 
partial crop-failures during the past two )cars 
this competition bas not been so sharp, nor ia it 
likely to be in the future The reserves of old 
wheat in Russia, as well as of rye, are now 
notoriously low. and, as it is the custom of the 
Government there to hoard grain in what are 
culled “bazaars,” the presumptlon is that a 
large portion of the surpius from this year's 
crop will be boused in 
the more 80 for 
prospective political 
country suggests that course as probably tne 
wisest to pursue. It is ＋ that these bazaar 
reserves have, during past year, been 
greatly reduced, and it * only reasonabie to 
suppose, with the good crops they this season 
expect to reap, that they will restore these re- 
serves to their former and usuai quantity, and 
thus diminish the exportabie surpius. The 
competition, therefore, which formerly pre- 
vutled in seasons of plenty, and when they had 
large supplies of old grain to draw from in ad- 
dition, can searcely be expected this year. 

Coming next to Germany, where the wheat 
and rye harvests are not expected to turn 
out by any means an average, and where the 
supplies of both is admittediy: small. 
it may be fairly inferred that throguh retention 
by producers, as promisesto be the case on 


this side of the Atlantic, there will be similar | 


influences upbolding prices, and the same re- 
mark is equally applicable to France and Eu- 
giand, in. neither of which countries are the 
crops anticipated to reach an average. 

It is a question for consideration to what ex- 
tent the above-mentioned price influences in 
the markets have been discounted.“ They 
have been much discussed for weeks past, and. 
in the main, are ungquestionatly the foundation 
upon which the late advance in prices rests. It 
is considered duubtful, however, whether the 
price-effects of the shortage which the thrashing 
test is developing in the principal wheat- 
— countries bas yet been fully realized, 

ras the season progresses this shortage is be- 
coming more and more pronounced. Broadly 
stated, late advices from Europe indicate that 
the results of the harvest have all along been 
over-estimated—as they evidently bave been on 
this side of the water—the usual demaud thence 
for foreign wheat for mixing purposes would 
seemingly presage great strength. It is to be 
observed in connection with this subject that 
the Russian harvest is believed in well-informed 
quarters here to have been greatly over-esti- 
mated, not so much by reason of deficiency in 
the yield as through lessened area under culti- 
vation, four of the principal wheat-growing 
provinces being reported as from 25 to 50 per 
cent short of the acreage sown last year. 

Considering the paucity of aggregate supplies 
of old wheat throughout the world, and the un- 
promising aspect of our usual 2 corn crop 
amounting to some 1,500,000, bushels, the 
—— resent fairly moderate level of wheat prices is 

lieved to rest on a reasonably safe and solid 
foundation for operations in this vountry ex- 
tending into the distant future, for, as colder 
weather draws nearer, the resulting advance in 
freight and insurance rates will be more likely 
to be added to the price in the consuming coun- 
tries than in the producing, owing to the gen- 
eral reticence of growers which the results of 
the harvest 4 — y implies.

CARPENTERS AND JOINERS. 

A convention of idarpenters and joirers as- 
gembled in Trades my Hall yesterday aft- 
ernoon for the purpose of effecting a National 
Association. Thirty-five men were present 
from nine States of the Union, east and west. 
A temporary organkzation was formed upon the

Mr. Goodwin thanked the delegates for the 
compliment of being made Chairman of the 
first Nauonat Convention, and after a few 
words on the relations existing between capi- 
tal and labor, proceeded to business.

After tne meeting 
had been again called to order, and the reperts 
were being adopted, an individual from St. Louis 
objected to the portion of the report admitting 
reporters tothe meetings of the Convention. 
His amendment to exclude the representatives 
of tne press was not seconded, and the individ- 
ual sat down discomfited. The Convention then 
adjourned to meet at & o'clock this morning. 

The delegates are not at the hotels, but are 
being entertained at the homes of their fellow- 
craftsmen. 

In the tvening a social gathering was beld at 
No. 208 Blue Island avenue, under the joint 
management of the United Carpenters’ and 
Joiners’ Protective and Benevolent Association 
of, Imois and the Curpenters’ and Joiners’ 
Benevolent Association. The affair was styled 
a love-teust,“ and the two organizations buried 
the hatchet ad to all past differences and united 
their strength on the National Association. 

This evening a public meeting will be held at 
19 2 East Washington street, under the auspices 
of the various Unions of Ulinois. The meeting 
will be addressed in the English, German, 
French, aud Scandinavian languages. 1 

The Convention to-day will adopt a constitu- 
tion and by-laws for the government of the 
National Association. The following language, 
taken from a lengthy preamble, declares fhe 
platform of the Carpenters and Joiners: 

Our wagesare lower than those of other trades, 
who require less skill and furnish fewer toois. 
Year by year our craft has lost the proud posi- 
tion it once occupied. It therefore becomes our 
duty to ask ourselves, Shall we willingly permit 
our crafttosink lower and lower in the social 
scale, until we are completely enslaved and 
doomed to a life of hopeless bondage? Shall we 
be forced to bow the suppliant knee to cap- 
ital, and by division among ourselves make our 
craft the prey of the unscrupulous and the de- 
signing? Our only bopeis in unity and organi- 
zation. We must form a Union broad enough to 
embrace every carpenter and joiner in the land, 
—one that will protect every man in his labor 
and in his wages. We, the delegates of various 
local Unions in convention assembled. do hereby 
establish a National Union. The object of tbe 
organization is to rescue our trade from its low 


estate and raise ourselves to that position in so- 


ciety which we as mechanics are justly entitled, 
and to place ourselves ona foundation suffi- 
ciently strong to secure us from further en- 
croachments; aad to elevate the moral, social, 
and intellectual condition of everv carpenter 
in the country; and to the consumation of 80 
desirable an object we hereby pledge ourselves 
to work unceasingly.

NEWARK, O., Aug. 6.—A report gained cur- 
rency on the streets yesterday thut the utter- 
unces made by — Morrison, which elicited 
the new famous. movement of the muscles of 
Capt. Cook’s right arm, were not half so devilish 
as the ones originally attributed to him by your 
correspondent.

A BIG PAVEMENT STONE. 


Quarried in Sulltvan County for Mr. 
Willlam It. Vanderbilt. 
New York Times, Aud. 6. 

What is claimed to be the largest pavement 
stone ever quarried in the United States, is now 
resting upon blocks in front of the main en- 
trance of William H. Vanderbilt's new house on 
Fitth avenue, between Fifty-first and Fifty- 
second streets. One of the firm of H. &. A. 8. 
Dickinson, of West Fourteenth street, wbo have 
the contract for the stone-work, reiterated the 
statement that the block was the largest ever 
quarried. It was, be said, twenty-five feet two 
inches long, fifteen feet wide, and eight inches 
thick, and weighed something over 44,000 pounds. 
The stone was taken from the quarry of a Mr. 
Hickok, at Barryville, Sullivan County, N. Y. 
The block from which it was taken was per- 
fectly level, about ninety feet long and nineteen 
From this surface the block was 
cut out, and then raised by wedges. In this in- 
stance the seam was so open that the stone was 
raised without difficulty, and what was unusu- 
ally gratifying to the contractors was the 1 
fectly clean and level bed below, which 
required comparatively little dressing. he 
block could have been made thirty-five feet in 
length. but the great weight would have made 
its transportation veryrisky. As it was, a great 
deal of difficulty was met in bringing it to this 
city. It was first rolled dowa a hilta distance 
of halt a mile to the river bank, and then 
placed edgewise in a canal-boat especially ar- 
ranged to receive it. The canal-boat brought it 
to the foot ot West Thirteenth street, in thiscity, 
when it was taken out 97 one of 
Delamater’s flouting derricks and placed upon 
the deck of the derrick. From Thirteenth 
street the derrick was towed to the foot of 
West Fitty-first street, where the stone was 
lifted out and placed upon two trucks built for 
the occasion, and capable of carrying thirty-five 
or forty tons. Six teams of horses bauled it to 
its present resting-place. The risk of handling 
such a block of stoue is very great, as a sudden 
jar or fall would be apt to break it. Ih was ésti- 
mated that it would cost from $5,000 to $6,000 to 
duplicate it. It will be ‘sid directly in tront of 
the Fifth avenue entri B@ to the building, over- 
lapping it a tew inches .. either side. ‘The con- 
tract tor the stone-work ‘called for such a pave- 
ment at the main entrance, if such a one could 
be procured, and Mr. Dickinson said they were 
particularly fortanate in finding one at Mr. 
Hickok's quarry. ; 

Aside from this monster stone, the others that 
have already beeu placed in position are of no 
ordipary size. Nineteen blocks, ineluding the 
one already described, serve to mike up the 
entire fronton Fifth avenue, between Fifty- 
first and Fifty-second streets. The others 
uverage from twelve to thirteen feet in length 
and fifteen feet in width. These large pave- 
ments dre ail laid upon three paraliel walis of 
solid rock, which is sumething of an innovation 
in its way. It bas usuaily been the custom to 
rest them upon beds of sand, but it is frequently 
the case that the sand falls away and the stone 
fuils with it, or, failing to do so, is very apt to 
break. The preseut method was expected to do 
away with any possibility of breaking. Mr. 
Dickinson said that other large stones had been 

laced in position in the work of construction. 

‘or instance, the step from the sidewalk at the 

entrance on Fifth avenue, was one of the 
largest of its kind. It was a fitte blue stone, 
twenty-four feet two inches in leneth, three and 
a half feet wide, and thirteen inches deep. It 
will take the men from two to three weeks to. 
dress the large stove, but it isexpected that all 
the work iu this direction will be completed 
during the present month. 


A European Contederation—Points in a 
Utvpian Scheme Devised by a Heidel- 
berg Proiessor. 

Beriin dispatch to London Ties. 

U ndiscouraged by the letter sent in some time 
ago by Marshal Count Von Moltke on the sub- 
ject of international usages in war, Prof. Blunt- 
schli, the ceiebrated publicist of Heidelberr, has 
come forwurd with another millennial scheme 
fur the happiness and regeneration of mankind. 
In the second volume of his Kleine Schriften.“ 
or tuiscellaneous essays, just published, the Pro- 
fessor bus a paper on the formation and func- 
tions of a European confederation of States 
which will furnish matter for serious reflection 
to the curious studeuts of international law 
and holiday laughter to the practical statesman. 
The Professor's plun ia something like this: A 
Bundestaat, or Federal State, is incompatibie 
with the suvereignty of the European Powers, 
but not 80 a Staatsbund, ot polit'cal con- 
federation, of which the main aim would 
be to conserve the independence, the 
integrity. and the freedom of the 
various States. For the purpose of his scheme 
the learned Professor divides all Europe into 
three national categories: 1, the six great Pow- 
ers; 2, Western Powers, comprising Spain, Por- 
tugal, Belgium, the Netherlands, Denmark, Nor- 
way, and Sweden, witb Switzerland; and 3, the 
Eastern ones, including Turkey, Greece, Rou- 
mania, Servia, and Montenegro. 

Now, all these States would combine to form a 
coufederation to be expressed by a Federal 


Council, whereof the, members of the great Pow- | 


ers would have two votes and the ochers only 
one, and also by a Senate or House of Repre- 
sentatives in the proportion of from eight to ten 
for the first category of Powers, and four to five 
tor the other two,—the language of debate to be 
English, French, and German. The Senators 
would receive traygling expenses and daily pay, 
proportionately contrioutable by tbe various 
ederal members, Presidency of the 
Council would alternate among the great 
Powers only, and the place of assembly 
would vary, yet would never be any of 
the great Capitais or social centres capable of 
influencing or terrorizing in any way the de- 
liverations of the European 
constituted, however, its action would apply.

Taylor, and the three went into the passage, and 
there we had a conversation on that decision;

had to be done in order to revive the case. With 
proper care and manaremeut, it was agreed to 
retake the testimony, and to fix different dates: 
and, in order to have it done in time to try the 
case during that termof the court, I was re-

Taylor and Lovell said it had to be done if we 
wanted to save the case. Lovell was to arrange 
the matter with Aleck Johnson, who was de- 
fending the case for the Governmcut. 1 wrote 
immediately to — son to see Pcychaud, and m 
son wrote me back that he hdd seen Peychaud, 
and that Peychaud agreed to it; and I told

The dates of the testimony were corrected to 
meet the new state of facts. Valada proposed 
to show that the planters did not owe Bellocg, 
Noblom & Co. anything, unless be had a portion 
of the proceeds, and Lovell was disposed to let 
Valada go, but the others thought differently. 
Care was taken not to take any testimony of the 
planters whose names ap red on tae petition 
of Bell Noblom & Co., because some of those 

lanters had brought suits themselves in the 

Jourtof Claims, and it would be better not to 
say anything to them. 

As the taking of the testimony was proceeding, 
it was discovered that the Court of Claims had 
already paid several of the persons to whom 
Beliocg & Co. claimed to have made advances; 
but the attorneys agreed to 

SAY NOTHING ABOUT IT, 
on the ground that it was nut their business to 
make it public. They bad the receipts for the 
cotton, and it was not their business to go out- 
side of the receipts. Valada also told Peychaud, 
in the presence of the affiant, that Noblom got 
aid foralarge quantity of the same cotton 

y the Quartermaster, Holabird, in 1863. Bou- 
chard says: At the time of the payment of the 
claim by the Government there was not a man 
connected with the case that did not know, ex- 
ceptC. M. Emerson and the attorney for the 
Goveroment, that the cotton was not the prop- 
erty of Bellocg, Noblom & Co.“ There was some 
trouble about the fees of the lawyers after the 
Court of Claims ordered the judgment paid, and 
Corwine said they must settle on any terms, as 
they could not go to law with the cuse. 

LOUIS DENT. 

Louis Dent, Gen. Grant's brother-in-law, had 
been engaged by Bouchard in 1873, with the 
consent of Pechaud, and it was agreed to pay 
him $5,000 for his services, to preveat an appeal 
after the judgment was obtained. All the at- 
torneys agreed to pay their portion of the pro- 
rata to Mrs. Dent, Louis Dent being dead. After 

settlement they refused to pay her apny- 
thing. A suit was brought, in the interest of 
Mrs. Dent. ugainst one of the beneficiaries of 
the judgment, and a judgement obtained in the 
Court below; but 't was reversed in the Supreme 
Court, the attorneys raising the point that the 
empioyment of Louis Dent was against good 
morais, and was void. 

LAW YERS’ FEES. 

Bouchard affirms: The attorneys’ fees, accora- 
ing to a statement made by Loveli, and approved 
by him, and paid by Pevchaud, through Conrad 
& Son, were as follows: George Taylor and C. A. 
Seward, $59,212.40; R. M. Corwine, $16,000; O. 8. 
Lovell, $16,000; McGuire, $16,000: additional ex- 

xecnses incurred by Taylor and Lovell, 86.800. 
u this last item was $3,000 for Lovell, who had 
gone to Boston and Chicago to. take the testi-- 
mony of the officers who signed the receipt for 
the cotton, and paid the Commissioner's fees: 
and $1,500 of that sum was paid to Capt. Pope, 
who testified in the case. Lovell said he had 
made a promise to Pope, and Taylor got the 

money for that purpose. 
THE GOVERNMENT COUNSEL BRIBED. 

The other $5,000 was promised to Johuson by 
Lovell (Aleck Johnson, Assistant United States 
Attorney-General, baving charge of cotton 
cases before the Court of Claims), as Lovell 
suid be and Taylor got the money for that pur- 

4 „H. Shannon, United States Comm 
sioner, who took the testimony. was paid $5,000; 
and C. M. Conrad also was paid $5,000. Bouchard 
turther says: 

Iwill further state that £59,237 was paid to my 
sou after I had threatened Taylor and Lovell to 
teilthe whole story if they did not write to 
Peychaud to give him my share, according to 
agreement. I wrote to Peychaud mvseif that, 
it be did not pay me, | would make him refund 
the money to the Government. When I toid 
Taylor that I would make him refund the 
money to tbe Government, he said not to do 
unytbing of the kind; that he would write to 
Peycnuud to pay me iu tuil. ä 

Bouchard also testifies as to one of the heavy 
alleged owners of cotton: 

Mr. Petetin says that he did not know that 
Bellocg, NOblom & Co. had nade a claim for his 
cotton. He never authorized them to make a 
claim. He owed them nothing. He says they 
committed a forgery. He never sold his cotton 
toany one. 

This was testified to on May 21. 1877, at New 
— before Charies Emersou, Notary Pub- 
ic. 

THE COURT DENOUNCES THE FRAUD, 

Judge Nott, speaking for the Court of Claims, 
further said: : 

And it is the opinion of the Court that what- 
ever fraud was committed fh the inception or 
prosecution of the claim in the name of Bellocy, 
Noblom & Co. was exclissively the act of the ro- 
maining partner, August P. Noblom. 

This is the Urst case in this Court wherinit is 
established that a clutmant by fraud and perjury 
bas succeeded in getting money from the Treas- 
ury. There has been a great multitude of cases 
brought here since the court was reconstituted 
in 1863. Some of them have been smirched with 
the demoralization of tbe War; ina tew, fraud 
bas been attempted, but has fallen sbort of suc- 
cess: in many. even for large amounts, the de- 
fense of the Government has been confided (in 
times happily gone by) to inexperienced, 
or incapabic, or treacherous hands; vet 
the speral result estublisbes the fact 
that in courts of justice the chances are 
overpoweringly against the actual success of a 
fraudulent claim, that sooner or later it will be 
uncovered, and that 

ULTIMATELY IT WILL BE UNSUCCESSFUL. 
Furthermore, whatever fraud was devised by 
Bellocq. Nobiom & Co. was not intended for this 
Court, but was designed ob initio to be perpe- 
trated upon the Government through the De- 
partwent of State. The claim was prepared for 
that Department; it was first filed there (upon 
the ground that the parties were foreigners); 
and this action was not brought. until the very 
last day of the jurisdictional period for seeking 
reliet under the Abandoned or Captured Prop- 
erty act, and was not prosecuted until all hope 
that such claims would be taken up in the De- 
partment of State bad vanished. 


* 
Furthermore, itis noticeable that the grossor 


perjury which vitiates the case was procured 
and perpetrated after the claim had passed 
from the hands of the origina! claimants, and 
while it was being prosecuted for the benetit of 
their creditors by a comparatively disinterested 
arty. Finally, itis a significant fact that the 
raudulent schemes to elude the decision of the 
Supreme Court in Lapene and Ferre (17 Wall. K.. 
601. Nov. 24, 1873) were concocted, and the per- 
jury to support them was suborned. and the 
conspiracy tocarry them into effect was planned, 
not by Beliog, Noblom & Co., who bought the 
suit, nor by Henry Peychaud, the syndic who 
prosecuted it, but by adventurers who were 
prosecuting the claim under a so-called contract 
wita the syndic tor shares of what might be re- 
covered, and wuose unscrupulous conduct and 
unprecedented success seein to vindicate the 
severity of the common law probibiting aad 
punisb champerty. 
The Court concludes that the judgment ren- 
dered May 18, 1874, in this claim, for the sum of 
$296,064, ** was procured by the fraud and corrupt 
ractices of the said firm. and of the said 
oblom; and of the said Peychaud, in the brief 
and statement which tney procured and used in 
the prusecution of this suit with corrupt intent 
to deceive the Court. ; 
CONCLUSIONS. 
he Government was swindied to the amount 
of $296,014; and it is apparently without remedy, 
either to recover any of the money, or to punish

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$5. paid or was to be paid, is 
Assistant Attorney-Gencral Colforth, 
who charye of ali Court of Claims business, 
but who detailed Alexander Johnson to take 
charge of the cotton branch of the business, is 
dead; and it is but just to say that no suspicion 
of any kind has ever been attached to Mr. Cof- 
forth. Louis Deut, one of the lawyers, is dead. 
R. M. Corwise, another of the lawyers, is dead. 
And the Government seems to be helpless. The 
case, however, seems to emphasize the great 
danger to the Treasury from the whole claims 
business, and shows the importance of placing 
additional safeguards between swindling claim- 
ants and the Treasury. 


A PROHIBITION APOSTLE. 


Did He Drink a Glass of Ale, or Was 
It Only Birch Beer? 
Special to Cinctunnatit Commercial. 

CoLumpBvs, O., Aug. 6.—The Zanesville friends 
of the Rev. W. H. H. Delano, Prohibition dele- 
gate from Garrettsvilie, O., have been at pains 
to-day to telegraph over the country a sweeping 
denial of the statement that the old gentleman 
entered a saloon in Columbus and drank a glass 
of ale, and., iu accordance with the Democratic- 
Prohibition plan, are trying to make political 
capital out of the matter. The statement was 
not published as a churgeagainst the reverend 
gentieman, but simply as an innocent fact that 
can be substantiated by the oaths of three re- 
liable witnesses, twoof whom are Democrats and 
one u Republican. No notice would have been 
taken of the old gentieman’s act had 
it not been for the expression of the most 
extreme Probibition views the evening before 
when sitting lu a mixed assembiage of geutlemen 
in front of the American House. That time he 
took occasion to say that any person who took a 
drink of intoxicating liquor committed a crime 
against God and aguiost his neighbor. The next 
morning about half-past 5 o'clock, while Col. 
Jackson, late engineer of the Public Works, 
and C. E. Smith, of Dayton, the former a Demo- 
crat and the latter a Republican, were sitting in 
front of the hotel, the Key. Protibitionist came 
vut and started forth on High street, looking 
into the doors of all the saloous until he reached 
the ola Ambos saloon, where he tried the door. 
but found it closed. Returning, he went into 
Kelly's, where he called for and drank the 
stock ale. Both the gentlemen in front of the 
American House remarked that that old 
fellow who had expressed such\ ex- 
treme temperance sentimeuts the night 
before wus looking for a morning 
drink. One of them. out of curiosity, followed 
him into Kelly's and suw him standing at the end 
of the counter with his back toward the door, 
swallowing the ale, and ascertained positively 
whatit was. No notice would bave been taken 
of it but for his previous expressions, As it is, 
Col. Jackson says chat a mao who is fool enough, 
orwho willingly commits such a mortal sin 
against bis stomach, as to take a drink of ale or 
beur before breakfast, deserves to be exposed. 
The Colonel is an old enough Democrat to kaow 
te enormity ot acrime of this kind, although 
he does not regard the act as really a crime 
aguinst God or any of the Kev. Velano’s neh- 
bors; and now the Democrats in Zanesville are 
trying to get the old gentieman, who is visiting 
in that city, to address an indignadon meeting 
to-morrow night and denounce Gov. Foster, who 
probably kuows nothing of the alfairor the ex- 
posure.

Dan Rice Sued for Divoree

Erie, Pa., Aug. 4.—One of the most noted 
characters that Erie County has ever produced 
is Dan Rice, torso many years one of the most 
famous circus-imanuagers in this country, anda 
clown whose wit and bumor made the whole na- 
tion laugh. Dan, as he is always called. has had 
a varied experience, and has lost more fortunes, 
any ange A than any other man in the country; 

ut he now comes to the front in a totally differ- 
ent character—namely, a8 the defendant in a 
divorce suit. About two years ago Dan lett his 
wife to join a circus traveling in the South and 
West, and this week Mrs. Rice appeared before 
Judge Galbraith, and asked for a divorce on the 
grounds that Dan bad “* willtully and maliciously 
deserted the petitioner, without apy reasonable 
cause,’ and bad rewaived away for over two 
years. The present Mrs. Ktice is Dan’s second 
wife, having been married to him ou Nov. 4, 1861. 

Dan's first marriage as to a weil-known 
actress, and fora time all went as merry as the 
proverbial marriage bells. But soou« tempter 
appeared in the personof Mr. Warner, and not 
long after his appearance Dan became aware of 
the fact that his wite was not as faithful as an 
honest wife should be, so be sought and procured 
u divorce. This did not have a very depressing 
effect upon Dan, and, as be was at that time the 
possessur of a large fortune, he was soon en- 
abled to woo and win a fair damsel. the present 
Mrs. Rice, whom be married in less than six 
months after he had procured the divorce from 
his rst wife. An the glamour of his second 
honeymoon Dan built a handsome residence at 
Girard, BR surrounding an elegant mansion 
with hauüsome grounds, and expending from 
$100,000 to $200,000 for a cage for his new bird- 
ling. The conservatory was the most magnificent 
one in Northwestern Peunsylvania, and every- 
thing was io keeping with it. Shortly afterward 
Dan began to experience bard luck in financial 
matters, and soon be had run through witb his 
tortuue, Munaging to retain his handsome prop- 
erty at Girard. Atter a number of tinancial re- 
verses, however, he was obliged to dispose of 
his handsome property, and became so poor that 
he —— bard work to provide even food for bis 
family. 

lu 1875 he failed for the last time, and since 
then he bas not had a single cent he can call his 
own, Hearing of the divorce proceedings Dan 
came to Girard, as some said, to endeavor to 
precure a reconciliation with his bride, but the

The Irish Convention Still in Ses- 
sion at the Palmer.

The Palmer House Irish National Convention 
was iu session only for a very short time yester- 
day, and did not settle down to work until last 
evening. The Judiciary or Investi- 
gating Committees met ig the morning to 
give the alleged journalist and  patri- 
ot Keegan a chance to substantiate 
his charges against Delegate West. Keegan 
proinised to be present in the morning, but he 
came not. A delegate from Central Illinois 
sought him out inthe afternoon, and he ad- 
vanced as far as the door of the 
Committee- room. but refused to enter.

The fact is that Keegan 
knew nothing against Mr. West's character.

He 
told different stories to different persons about 
Mr. West, and no one of the stories contained a 
particle of truth.

Capt. McElroy was 
present, although Keegan was not awate of the 
fact, and defended Mr. West from the charges. 
He characterized them as lies, unmitigated lies, 
and his opinion of Keegan was by no 
means flattering to ent ee Dr. Hoare, of 
Lowell, also gave some of: Keegan's history.

PARIS. 


French Nobility—Proposed Sale of Ti- 
tles—Victor Hugo and Berlioz—Red 
Parasols. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Paris, July 22.—Among the “ deplacements 
and viliegiatures” announced in this morning's 
journals we read that Mme. de Latena and her 
daughter, the Countess Multedo, have gone to 
Corsica for the summer, and that the Baroness 
de Poilly will accompany her son, the Count de 
Brigode, to his domain of Follembray, where 
the Count has organized a remarkable 
“equipage de chasse." This information, ap- 
parently of little interest to Americans, never- 
theless assumes a different aspect when it is 
followed by the announcement that Trouville- 
Deauville dreads a social degeneration in the 
loss of these most brilliant guests, especially as 
the two vacant theatres there, velonging to these 
luminaries of the beau monde, will probably de 
rented for the season by some American trades- 
man (who, although ranking as a merchant- 
prince athome, is here placed on an equality 
with petty haberdashers), or, what is equally 
deplorable, to representatives of the high nobil- 
ity of petroieum wells or silver mines.” 

The Villa Camelia, belonging to tie Baroness 
de Poilly, possesses regal surroundings: while 
the Chateau des Bruyeres, the late ravishing 
residence of Mme. de Latena; is one of the most 
Parisian on the shore, and equally charming 
with the former for a summer-resort; but as 
our own Newport, that queen of _watering- 
places, as well as other American sea-side ren- 
dezvous, offer higher social attractions than 
Trouville-Deauville, the decayed sprigs of no- 
bility of the latter resorts have nothing to dread 
from American usurpation of their social strong- 
holds. True nobility exists the world over,wheth- 
er tne names of its representatives are inscribed 
in the Armorial Authentique,” which is much 
mare circumscribed in its limits than the 
“ Archives de la Noblesse,” or merely in the 
records of genius, retinement, and virtue, 
which now form the blazonry of civilized so- 
eiety. That small remnant of the old nobility 
of France whose régime teaches that true po- 
liteness is the language of the heart and offends 
no one bas no alfiuity with the pinchbeck coun- 
terfeits of nobility who, in their ignorant van- 
ity, aunt their gaudy symbols over the heads 
of their superiors. 

It would be an amusing, as well as a profita- 
bie, study to those who worship titles to review 
the Droit Nobilaire Francais,’ when it would 
be discovered that there are twenty different 
kinds of nobility: Noblesse de race, noblesse 
d' intudatlon, nobiesse par annuities, etc.; while 
under Louis XVIIL anoblesse du canon was 
established, which, however, disappeared in 
smoke, as it came. 

In the interest of the silly champagnons de 
fortune who desire to enter the charmed arena 
of the nobility, a proposition was recently made 


_ by M. Laroche-Joubert, the Deputy from Cha- 


rent, before the Chamber, to establish a bureau 
where titles of nobility could be bought and sold, 
and where a Dukedom could be. purchased for 
20,000 francs, and lower gradations for propor- 
tionate sums. There would also be proof af- 
forded to all applicants, by means of a 
thousand genealogical charts, that they were 
descended from Charlemagne! Aud who in 
thunder,“ exclaimed an exasperated opponent 
of the bill, “will dare to say that I am not de- 
ecended from Carlemagne?” But the Chamber 
refused to consider the proposition of M. Jou- 
bert, who, I betieve, is a manufacturer of paper, 
and who would probably like to extend the man- 
ufacture to the parchment business. According 
to some, the Chamber was too hasty in its con- 
ciusion, and these query: Why not allow the 
poor to profit by the vanity of the rich? If the 
right of usurping a title can be purchased by 
uny bourgeoise gentieman, and taxation thusre- 
duced, other members of the community would 
reap the advantage, and the budget in the ead 
be benefited.” 

The Deputy from Charent supports his argu- 
ment by the fact that 200 or 300 years ago the 
Government enriched itself cunsiderably by 
this means; while he maintains that his pian of 
establishing titles in 1881 is far from being based 

“on the ridicuious, as bis colleagues assume. 
* Why,”” be asks, “should not Mr. Durand and 
Mr. Dubois have the privilege of „ them- 
selves Mr. Du Kand, and Mr. Du Bosc It would 
injure no one but themselves. ‘his is not the 
age, however, to administer to caprice or vani- 
ty; the word of order now is, To each one ac- 
cording to his works, his talents, and his hon- 
esty. 

Genius is the blazon of this century, and its 
power is prociaimed on every band by ovations 
and statues that are multiplving every day. 1 
bave an excepuonal instance to record, bowev- 
er, where the supremacy of intelligence bas 
been denied, and tuis, too, by one of the Immor- 
tais of the Académie Frangaise. This occurred 
at a seance of the Académie, which 

attended by Victwwr Hugo, at the 
time all France was greeting his 
Soth birthday. Before the arrival of 
the great poet, it was proposed by M. Legouve 
that the members should renew the ovation 
tendered by the Senate, by rising, on the en- 
trunce of the illustrious octogeuarian. M. the 
Duke Audiffret-Pasquier, however, exempted 
from rendering homage to genius by his title of 
Duke as well as by bis capricious orthography, 
objected to any demonstration, and Vietor 
Hugo quietiy took bis seat amon the Immor- 
tuis without recognition or acknowledgment of 
his bonored age. 

Nevertheless, the veritable standard of nobili- 
ty to-day is gevius, and France is endeavoring 
to make repurauon for the past in posthumcus 
ovations and celebrations; but can ua littie mar- 
bie or molded bronze, an inscription more or 
less eloquent, repair the wrongs of one who was 
railed at, bautered, and derided, and who at 
length died of chagrin, like Hector Berlioz? 
Berlioz dead has enthusiastic admirors; Berlioz 
living was scorned. His name was considered 
synouymous with pretention and dullness; 
while he, poor genius, discvontented, furious, 
tortured, turned like the bull of the arena on 
the banderilleros wbo planted their arrows in bis 
side: but France now presents her excuses to 
Berlioz. One day a poor and despairing man 
came to the assistance of Berlioz. This mau was, 
Paganini,—another dismal, and almost a spec- 
trai personage. It would be a fantastic picture 
to vehoid these two men painted face to face; 
they would be called two madmen; and tbe in- 
hubitauts of isere, who will svon see a statue 
raised in their public square, will wonder 
whether by mistake itis not Mephistopheles in- 
steud of their compatriot, Berlioz. 

Well could Berlioz exclaim, like Dante, while 
pointing to his livid brow: 

Bebold, behold him who returns from Hell! 
From the Parisian hell. where the vanquished, 
the oppressed, tho discontented, aud those 
scotfed at were strnguling together. It may 
eusily be imagined that Hector Berlioz did not 
not amuse bimscif afterwards by writing vaude- 
villes or Parisian opera comiques. For this he 
was reproached by his contemporaries, who dis- 
carded him for Auber. “He pieases us.“ they 
said; * he is amusing and gaiiant; he is ciear, 
and he is French; while this shadowy and fan- 
tastic Berlioz torments us with bis brain-puz- 
zliing symphonies. 

But these symphonies are now applauded 
with frenzy, and the music of Berlioz is ali the 
vogue; be is to bave a statue erected to his 
memory; but he is dead. It may be a little late 
to commemorate bim thus. ; 

* Monsieur lioz, we have been infamous 
towards you,” French say: will you accept 
our excuses in the forngof a statue?” ‘

last night M. de Carmona gave a ball which was 
lurgely attended, and as brilliant as any that 
took place during the winter.

tions of admiration on every hand. After this 


introduction to the world, the red parasol was 


carefully locked up as a treasure, and never 
used again. 

In alluding to parasols, umbrellas naturally 
arise before you, and especially one belonging to 
M. Alphonse Karr, which is conspicuous at all 
great funerals, although unaccompanied by the 
owner. **Whenagreat man dies,“ remarks M. 
Karr, grand personages are represented at his 
funeral by aides-de-camp or secretaries, and 
sometimes their empty carriages fvuilow the 
hearse; but I have no officers, no secretary, no 
equipage, and, desiring to be represented, I send 
my umbrella,” Aud he regularly employs a 
commissioner to carry this to all the great fu- 
nerals, where it mournfully joins in the impos- 
ing defile.

ast evening, and ring the conversation that 
ensued he gave a very interesting account ot a 
wound that he received that bears a striking 
likeness to that of the President's. It was 
during the Indian fight in 1859,”" said the Gener- 
al. I was then a Lieutenant, and during a 
charge I was shot with a revolver in the hands 
of a redskin. The savage was about ten feet 
from me. The shot struck me in the middie of 
the left hanc and passing through entered my 
abdomen, passing clean through and lodging in 
the muscles of my back. The bail carried away 
part of the rib, and the same feature 
noticed in the President's wound fol- 
lowed,— the high intermittent fever and 
increase of pulsations, the formation 
of pus pockets, and the irritation caused by the 
shattered bone. I had to undergy the same 
operation for the removal of the splintered bone, 
and the incisions to give an opening for the pus. 
The wounds healed, that in my hana, bowever, 
giving me the greatest trouble, it being eighteen 
months before I could use it atall. The ball 
never troubled me until fifteen years after. In 
1872 I fell on the ice, and the cyst inclosing the 
ball broke, and it. n to vitate. I noticed 
a severe pain, but did not imagine it was the 
ball until it became so unbearable that I was 
compelled to give it attention. It grew worse 
and worse, and I endured almost excruciating 
agony. It lodged again so close to the femoral 
nerves that my right leg was paralyzed, and 1 
was in a terrible condition. I had to stop work, 
and it was only a vear before that the bail 
ceased to troubie me, and it is in my body to- day.

THe Haur, a very well edited weekly 
printed in New York, tells some very plain 
truths in its last issue about that city and 
the nonsense, as ft styles it, that is written 
about its advantages as a summer residence. 
It says—what everybody knows—that no one 
who has money enough to get out of town 
is slow to shake the dust of the metropolis 
from his feet, despite the articles in the 
daily journals about its attracti as soon 
as warm weather sets in. Nine-tenths of 
the peeple who remain in the city, says the 
Hour, do so from necessity,—either because 
they cannot leave their business or cannot 
afford to leave. Aste the poorer classes,— 
those who live in the lower parts of 
the city,—they “can to the Bat- 
tery and enjoy what i of that 
space is left for them by ated railroads 
and other encroachments,’ and those who 
live in the upper parts can take a walk in 
Central Park, where policemen are stationed 
to enforce rules intended to make it as little 
like a park as possible.” After this, what? The 
Hour tells in terrible earnest: “ At night 
they must return to their badly-ventilated 
and badly-drained dwellings and breathe air 
foul with the filth of the streets and the 


‘poison of the sewers.“ The report from the 


New York Board of Health printed in our 
last issue confirms the general statement of 
the Hour. During Saturday afternoon alone 
148. persons died, nearly one-half of them 
from the effects of heat, while the mortality 
from diphtheria, scarlet-fever, and other con- 
tagious diseases is as great as in the coldest 
winter days. It seems pitiable that in these 
days of cheap fares some arrangements can- 
not be made by which the suffering people of 
New York City could make us a visit and en- 
joy our cooling, bracing breezes and all the 
pure, health-giving Influences that come 
from Lake Michigan. ‘The Hour says: “A 
large city is nota place where people spend 
their summers from choice.” To this rule 
Chicago is the exception. The great place 
of summer-resort is now crowded with people, 
but there is room for more, ahd when New- 
Yorkers can get here for a $5 bill, and escape 
heat, discomfort, and suffering, they ought to 
come in droves. 


Tue argument of the Philadelphia North 
American in favor of the reduction of inter- 
nal-revenue taxation is not quite so ingenu— 
ous and straightforward as it seems at the 
first glance to be. The American pretends 
to be much distressed in flew of the poverty 
of the Southern States. Their inability to 
pay their debts is continued, if not causea, 
the Amertcan asserts, by the pressure of Na- 
tional taxation upon them. In this connec- 
tion it prints a table showing that the aggre- 
gate of internal-revenue taxes derived from 
the sixteen Southern States for the year end- 
ed June 90, 1880, was $28,480,570, and com- 
ments on this fact as follows; 


It is of no consequence to say that these taxes 
are indirect, and do not bear upon the people 
of the States where 8 are collected. his is 
not to the point. The fact is, that thef are col- 
iccted in these debt-embarrassed communities, 
from objects of taxation and sources of revenue 
existing there. If, then. the United. States can 
get such sume, so conld the States for them- 
scives. And 3 we come back to the essential 
question : oy. National Government necd 
these taxes. 1 e sweeps them away from be- 
fore the State authority? Can she not now, or 
very soon, for abundant reasons relating to her 
own policy, and also for this exccilent one affect- 
ing the welthee of the States, cense her war taxa- 
tion, and let them replace it by taxes and rev- 
eguce * repair the ravages and heal the wounds 
of war 


The fallacy of the American’s arguments 
will appear from an examination of the 
priccipal sources of internal revenue. 
These are the taxes on spirits, tobacco, and 
fermented liquors. Nine-tenths of the in- 
ternal revenue comes from these taxes. If 
they were abolished the States would find it 
practically impossible to reimpose them. 
Taxation on the manufacture of either spirits 
or tobacco would drive the distillers or tobac- 
co men out of the State imposing such excise 
duties; and taxation on consumption beyond 
a license fee would have to be direct, and 
would be to a great extent evaded if it were 
made heavy and burdensome. The revenue 
lost by the National Government would not 


accrue to the States. The effect of abolish- 


ing the internal-revenue system would only 
be to give the people cheaper whisky and to- 
bacco, which would hardly assist them ma- 
terially to pay off their public debts. Be- 
yond this, the loss of revenue to the Govern- 
ment, as the American is well aware, would 
make high-tariff enactments necessary, or at 
least excusable, for many years to come, 
This is of course the real motive 
of the high-tariff organ in urging the repeal. 
But, as Tue Tripune has already pointed 
out, the same purpose might be accomplished 
by diverting the whole or a part of the’ rev- 
enue derived from the whisky and tobaeco 
taxes to a public education fund, so that the 
self-indulgence and vice of the country 
might be made to pay tribute to thrift and 
intelligence. For this reason Tux Tripune 
will expect the higli-tariff organs that are 
concerned lest the Government should have 
more money than it knows how to use to 
join it in advocating the appropriation of the 
whisky tax at least to the purposes of Na- 
tional education. If the sole object of the 
American is, as it pretends, to relieve the 
Southern people from the unnecessary part 
of the burden of taxation, it can do this most 
effectually by reducing the tariff on all im- 
ported articles consumed by them to a rev- 
enue standard. By adopting this plan it 
would at the same time save the Government 
from loss.

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CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM AND THE DEM- 
OCRATS.

have offered no promises entitled to credit 
which looked to the bettering of the political 
condition of the country. They have simply 


asked and striven that the offices be turned 


over to their Keeping. It would certainly be 
a most hazardous experiment to intrust the 
fate of Civil-Service reform to a party which 
would resume its control of the Government 
by turning out the last Republican holding a 
place under the preceding Administration, 
and inducting into office an army of raw re- 
eruits selected on a test of party loyalty and 
services. It muy be that there are many Re- 
publicans “ who care more for Civil-Service 


reform than for their party allegiance,” but | 


they are men of too much intelligence to 
look with any confidence to the Democratic 
party for a reulization of their hopes under 
the present conditions. 

It will not be an easy matter to work out a 
satisfactory and enduring reform of the Civil 
Service except by codperation of the best ele- 
ments in both parties. The Republican 


party controls the Administration, and it can 


scarcely be doubted that President Garfield 
will be an active friend of such reform, and 
that he will be abie to secure therefor the 


influence of those prominently associated 


with him. But the Republican party has not 
such a majority in Congress, where practical 
efforts at a lawful reform of the present sys- 
tem must be initiaved, as to give it control of 
such a matter. The party in possession of 
the Government and the distribution of the 
patronage will always contain a considerable 
faction favorable to the spoils system. As 
the Republican party, at the very best, can 
count upon only one-half of the Senate, and 
has a bare majority of one in the House, it is 
not in a position to undertake, without assist- 
ance, the overthrow of a system which has 
prevailed during half a century, and to 
which many of the politicians acting with 
it are fully committed. The loss of a single 
vote would be sufficient to defeatany scheme 
for reform urged by the Republicans alone; 
and, though the popular. protest against the 
spoils system has become almost universal, 
the politicians of the spoils faction are not 
yet so impotent as not to be able to command 
several votes on such an issue. 0 

If there is any genuine sentiment among 
the Democrats in favor of abandoning the 
spoils system. and inaugurating a sound and 
permanent system of Civil Service in its 
place, the next session of Congress will 
afford the best possible opportunity for the 
manifestation thereof. The Democrats will 
be forced to look forward to at least three 
years of exclusion from any participation in 
the Government patronage under the ex- 
isting system; and, judging from the experi- 
ence of the last twenty years, they are 
apt to be shut out from the spoils 
during a much longer period. Hence the 
situation does not require from them the 
same sucrifice which it exacts from the 
spoils politicians and office-brokers who are 
acting with the Republican party. Yet, if 
only one-third of the Democrats in Congress 
shall develop a desire to assist in the adop- 
tion of alaw guaranteeing the minor officers 
and ¢mployés of the Government a perma- 
nent tenure during good behavior and 
efficient service, it is safe to predict that the 
Republican party will furnish the other two- 
thirds of the majority necessary to the pas- 
sage of such a law. In that event, Civil-Serv- 
ice reform will have been achieved, as far as 
may be by law, without appealing directly to 
the people, and the honors will be properly 
divided. But, if not so much as one-third 
of the Congressional representation of the 
Democratic party can be mustered in favor 
of Civil-Service reform, ata time when it is 


not necessary for Democrats to sacrifice any 


party or personal interest to secure such 
reform, then it will be simply ridicu- 
lous to look to that party for any 
future effort to reform the Civil Serv- 


ice at some time when it shall have com- } 


plete control of the Government paironage. 
If this next Congress shall neglect to give 
the country a satisfactory law regulating the 
tenure of office without regard to a change 
of parties, it will be because the Democrats 
shall refuse to contribute to the reform 
movement, and such a result ought to assure 
an increase of the Republican majority in 
Congress on the pledge of Civil-Service re- 
form. The Democrats must prepare to help 
in this movement now, or else abandon all 
hope of participating in the honors of its 
ultimate success. - 
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HARRISON AS A PLATT-DEUTSCHER. 

The Mayor of Chicago seems to be abso- 
lutely solicitous to make an exhibition of 
himself asademagog. Lis recent appear- 
ance at a Sunday picnic given by the Bava- 
rians, where he ostentatiously drank a glass 
of beer dtiring a speech he delivered, called 
out some criticism. Ile made this criticism 
a pretext for appearing at another picnic last 
Sunday, given by the Platt-Deutschers, and 
representing himself as a martyr on account 
of his liberal sentiments. He stated his 
case in a rambling and incoherent speech, of 
which the following extract will give a suf- 
ficient idea: 


MR. PRESIDENT, LADIES. AND GENTLEMEN: It 
is with some dimdence that 1 rise to speak to- 
day, because to-morrow you will have a burri- 
cane, a tornado, and au earthquake, solely be- 
cause Carter Harrison addressed a German pic- 
nic on a Sunday evening. Ali that will happen 
because I dared come out to a German picnic 
and speak to them [sic] words of truth aud so- 
briety.. I have been to the Bavarian picnic and 
to the Thuringian- Verein picnic, and then I was 
one of them. To-day I am a Platt-Deutscher. 
I told them that lager-beef was good, but that 
they should not drink too much of it. Drink 
when you are dry, but don't get dry inorder to 
drink. The result of my speech at the Bavarian 
picoic was that there were three murders next 
day. Aman jealous of a woman killed her— 
Carter caused it. A colored man killed two 
white men—Carter Harrison caused it. Cahill 
shot a policemah—Carter Harrison caused it, 
because he was ata Bavarian picnic ona Sun- 
da A religious paper has said that | am a 
Sa bath- breaker, and that I caused all these 
murders. 


If Mr. Harrison thinks he is likely to se- 
cure a permanent lien onthe German vote 
of Chicago by such utterances, he is very 
much mistaken. The Germans are a shrewd 
people. They can see as far into a mill 
stone as any other people. They can recog- 
nize what is done for effect just as quick- 
ly as people who are born on American 
soil, and they are even more disposed than 
Americans to resent sham and humbug. 
Mr. Harrison has a right to go to a Sunday 
picnic. He has a rightto drink. He has 
also a right to make a speech to the Bava- 
rian or the Thuringian Verein and the Platt- 
Deutschers, though all these people would 
probably prefer not to spend their picnic 
time in listening tohim. But when Mr. Har- 
rison exercises these “Ordinary privileges of 
citizenship in such a manner as to impress 
the Germans with the idea that he is making 
amartyr of himself in order to participate 
in their national customs he is not at all 
likely to deceive them. He merely makes a 
public confession that he can be a Bavarian 
one day and a Platt- Deutscher the next, or, 
in other words, that heis all thmygs to all 
men; and such a eonfession is not caleu- 
lated to win the reapect of the Germans any 
more than that of other intelligent people. 

There are a good many people perfectly 
willing that the Germans and all other classes 
shall spend Sunday as they please who are 
hot prepared to admire the conduct of a 
Mayor who intrudes himself upon such a 
celebration for personal and political ends. 
If Mr. Harrison had gone to the eamp-meet- 
ing at Lake Bluff on Sunday instead of. the 
picni¢ at Ogden’s Grove, and had delivered 
Judge Atrington’s beautiful “ Apotheosis to 
Water,” with the announcement that he was 


making a martyr of “himself by doing 80, he 
would equally have subjectea himself to the 
suspicion of a demagogical purpose. Nobody 
supposes that the riot of crime in this city is 
the result of the Mayor’s drinking beer ata 
Sunday picnic, but there is avery general and 
well-grounded opinfon that the unusual extent 
of murders and vivlent assaultsis largely 
due to the unusual license extended to the 
low dives Where vicious persons of both 
sexes consort on Sunday and on week-days, 
and where the majority of the crimes of vio- 
lencé may be traced. The Germaris have as 
little sympathy as any other respectable class 
of people with a policy which encourages 
vlee, and they do not (as Mr. Harrison evi- 
dently does) place a social pienic and the 
drinking of a glass of beer upon the same 
level with dissipation and licentiousness in 
State street concert-saloons and Clark street 
dives. Mr. Harrison will not be able to avoid 
his responsibility as Mayor by frequent at- 
tendance at German picnics nor by an osten- 
tatious display of beer-drinking, and the 
Germans will be the last to acquit him of that 
responsibility on account of such conduct. 
—_—_—_—_—— 

COUNTY JUDGES AND TREASURERS. 

The Constitution of Illinois as framed in 
1870 provided for the election of County 
Judges and County Treasurers,—the first 
once in every four years, and the latter once 
in every two years. By the terms of the con- 
stitutional provision, there should be an 
election for these offices in November, 1881. 
At the session of the Legislature held in 
1879 a resolution was adopted submitting to 


a vote of the people an amendment to the 


Constititiop, which reads as follows: 


In each county there shall be elected the fol- 
lowing Officers at the general election to be held 
on the Tuesday after the first Monday in No- 
vember, A. D. 1882: a County Judge, County 
Clerk, Sheriff, and Treasurer, and at the election 
to be heid on the Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November, A. D. 1884, a Coroner and Clerk of 
the Circuit Court, who may be ex-othcio Re- 
corder of Deeds, except in counties having 60,000 
and more inbabitants, io which counties a Re- 
corder of Deeds shali be elected at the general 
election in 1884, eto, etc. 


This amendment was adopted, and under 
it it is claimed that the County Judge and 
County Clerk, elected in 1877, and the Treas- 
urer, elected in 1879, have had their terms 
extended over until 1882. In order to com- 
pel the adoption of this construction, the 
Legislature last winter repealed the existing 
statute providing for the election of these 
officers in 1881. Fortunately for the State 
the Legislature cannot change the Constitu- 
tion by statute. 

The amendment in no wise takes effect 
until November, 1882. It provides for no 
change in the term of the officers until then. 
It does not repeal or alter the previous pro- 
vision of the Constitution until 1882. This is 
too clear and plain to admit of any doubt. 
The new provision takes no effect until 1882, 
and instead of having the effect of adding a 
year to the terms expiring in 1881, the new 
clause simply reduces the terms of the County 
Judge and Treasurer to be elected in 1881 to 
a single year, ending with the first election 
under the amended Constitution. Suppose 
the amendment provided that there should 
be an election for County Judge and Treas- 
urer in November, 1888, and every two years 
thereafter, would it be claimed that the pres- 
ent incumbents could hold over seven years? 
It for one year, why not for seven years? 

Now, while it is possible that the original 
motive leading to this amendment to the 
Constitution was to give an additional year 
to all these officers, and while it is certain 
that the adoption of the amendment was due 
to the extraordinary efforts of the present in- 
ecumbents, the fact remains patent that the 
amendment itself provided for nothing of 
the kind. The Constitution in allits parts 
as it was when these men were elected is 
stilt in force so far as these officers are con- 
cerned, and will continue to be in force un- 
til superseded by the new provision, which 
requires an election in November, 1882. 

Information from Springfield is to the ef- 
fect that Gov. Cullom has decided that the 
amendment to the Constitution does not ex- 
tend the term of the present officers until 
1882; and further, that. as there is no law 
providing for an election in 1881, there- 
fore the offices will become vacant 
at the expiration ot the terms of the present 
incumbents, and that he will then appeint @ 
County Judge in each of the 109 counties of 
the State, to hold office from December, 1881, 
until December, 1882, when the officers elected 
under the new section of the Constitution will 
qualify. It will be seen that the Governor 
rejects the theory that the constitutional 
amendment has abolished the previous con- 
stitutional provision, and thereby continued 
the present officers over; and he as distinct- 
ly acee pts the theory that if the Legislature 
of 1883 shall repeal the statute providing for 
the eléction of a Governor and State officers 
in 1884, then the people of the State would 
have no power to elect other officers in that 
year. : 

The Constitution, in Art. 10, provides that 
in each county there shall “be elected” a 
County Judge, Sheriff, County Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Coroner, ete. In Art. 6 (juducial), 
Sec. 32, it is provided that: 8 

Vacancies in such elective offices shall be filled 
by election; but whén the unexpired term does 
not exceed one year, the vacancy shall be filled 
by appointment, as follows: Of Judges, by the 
Governor; of Works of Courts, by the Court to 
which the office appertains or by the Judge or 
Judges thereof; aud of all other such offices by 
the Board of Supervisiors or Board of County 
Commissioners in the county where the vacancy 
occeyrs. 

Can it be that the Governor relies upon this 
provision for the power to appoint a Judge 
to succeed one whose term has expired? 


The plainest reading of the section shows | 


that the vacancies contemplated in that sec- 
tion are those happening during the term for 
which a Judge has been elected. It does not 
provide that the Governor may appoint a 
Judge to an electtve office, which, according 
to his own construction, is not vacant, and 
cannot be vacant until the election of his 
successor. Can the Governor make an ap- 
pointment of a Judge. to fill a new term? 
With regard to the office of Treasurer, 
assuming that Art. 6 has any reference to 


that officer, which it has not, the theory of 


the Governor is that there will be a vacancy, 
which the County Commissioners may fill. 
How can an “unexpired term“ be filled 
when the term of the present incumbent has 
already expired, atid.a new term, as provided 
by the Constitution, has been begun? Of all 
the theories on this question this idea of 
@ filling vacancies ” is the most preposterous 
and absurd, and, though it is understood the 
Governor is-preparing the list of his appoint- 
ments, we think there must be some mis- 
take,—he can hardly think of usurping any 
such authority. The trouble in all this mat- 
ter is due to the wildly extravagant notion 
as to the power of the Legislature, and to 
the silly notion that the people of this State 
enjoy any of their rights by permission of 
that body. The Constitution provides for the 
election of these county officers at the regu- 
lar: election in November, 1881. No person 
can deprive the people of the legal right to 
elect these officers at that time. 
tutional amendment in no wise interferes 
with this right; it simply provides what 
shall be done in 1883, leaving matters until 
then to stand as the Constitution provides. 
But,“ say the office-brokets and patron-

that power or right from them. The people 
havé written in their Constitution that on 
the Tuesday after the first Monday in No- 
vember, A. D. 1881, there shall be an election 
for a County Judge and a County Treasurer 
in each county of the State, and, under that 
provision of constitutional law, the people, 
with or without the permission of the Legis- 
lature, can meet on the day and in the year 
naimed in their respective counties, and at 
the general election held on that day elect 
such officers: Who is to deprive them of 


that right? The constitutional amendment 
interteres in no wise with the term of office 


of the County qudge or Treasurer now ex- 
isting. It does interfere, however, with the 
new terms of thése officers beginning ih De- 
cember next by limiting them to one year, 
ending in December, 1882, after which the 
terms shall be again two years. 

We hardly think Goy. Cullom will venture 
to say to the people next November, “I for- 
bid you to eleet County Judges or Treas- 
urers, and if you vote for said officers 1 shall 
refuse to count the votes or commission any 
such persons as you may vote for. I do this 
because I have selected 102 gentlemen of 
character and influenee in their respective 
counties whom I intend to appoint Judges, 
and whom, owing their offices to me, I will 
office.”” Gov. 
Cullom will, with that dignity and abnega- 
tion for which he is so well known, abandon 
any claim te this patronage and leave the 
selection of these offices with the people, 
where the Constitution has placed it. 


THE BOOKWALTER LEMON. 

The nomination of Mr. Buokwalter as a 
candidate for the Gubernatorial office in 
Ohio does not seem to have united the De- 
mocracy. Indeed, it has caused the most re- 
markable quarrel ever known in a political 
organization. The great Democratic party 
of Ohio is actually in the throes of a bitter con- 
flict over the selection of “campaign clerks”! 
What a falling-off is there, my country- 
men,“ from the sublime principles of ,J effer- 
son to the petty “pulling and hauling” of 
the Book walterites!

I have always been industrious, 
l bave never eaten the bread of idleness. I do 
not know whether it is brown bread, white 
bread, or corn cake.” 

He bad never eaten the bread of idleness— 
that is true—but be had himself been eaten by 
ambition. The cruising party paid him a great 
compliment when they cheered him as “the 
man who ought to have been President; but it 
is oue of the saddest facts about Daniel Web- 
ster’s fame that the people are getting more and 
more to doubt whether he ougbt to have been 
President or not. On this point bistory bas 
scarcely reversed the popular verdict of his 
times. The people judged more wisely than he 


knew.

THE COUNTRY VOID OF POLITICAL PASSION. 

Paris, Aug. 8. —The country is at present 
void of political passion, and after the elec- 
tions it will be found that the number of 
persons abstaining from voting was never so 
great. Thisis owingto there being no pro- 
gram and no struggle. Jules Ferry will 
probably be the only candidate which will 
oppose a revision of the Senate. Prince 
Jerome Napoleon is not @ dangerous an- 
tagonist for the Republic, and his presence 
in the electoral arena will not enhance the 
warmth of the contest.

New York, Aug. 8.—A correspondent on 
board the frigate Tornado, selected as the 
flagship of King Alfonso in his cruise along 
the coast to Ferrol Vigo and Cartagena, 
sends the following description of the scene 
at Santander last night, when the distin- 
guished party embarked:

The 
historic bay was alive with boats and craft 
of all descriptions, and gaily-decked barges 
were in a blaze of glory with electric lights. 
On the mole, near the spot where Charies V. 
landed to take possession of Spain just 329 
years ago, and where Charles I. of England 
embarked after his romantic visit to Madrid, 
were dense crowds, enthusiastic spectators, 
and a crash of military music, mingled with 
the cheers of the people and the booming of 
cannon. Not only public buildings, but a 
great number of private dwellings, were il- 
luminated, and

from the mole and hill that protects the town 
on the north was very fine. The King and 


Queen, with their suite, stood on the deck of 


the Tornado, which was one mass of flags, 
gazing at the splendor of the scene spread 
out before them. Atlength the signal was 
given, the anchor weighed, and the gallant 
frigate turned her prow seaward, followed 
by three other war vessels in single file.

One of these he 
got cashed, and ‘with the others he 
procured letters of credit on London from 
Brown Bros. and Drexel, Morgan & Co. These 
letters are negotiable in any part of the world 
where. first-class banking-houses exist. and 
the house issuing the tter is held re- 
sponsible for the amount. Therefore it 
is not necessa for Wheelock to 
present them in London. The firm had been in 
the babit of leaving three or four signed checks 
in the book so that the office could at all times 
be ready to transact business. The stubs were 
filled out by the person authorized tosign the

Elliott, the Alleged Murderer of Officer 
Mahoney, Tries the Habeas Corpus 
Route—The Testimony to Be Conciud- 
ed To-Day—Items. | 
The habeas corpus case of John E. Elliott, who | 

is held on the charge of killing Policeman Tim | 

Mahoney, occupied the attention of Judge Wiill- 

iamson in the Criminal Court yesterday. 

The prosecution examined the witnesses who 
testified at the Coroner's inquest, and they told | 
what is already familiar to the readers of THE | 
TRIBUNE. The only new evidence was given by 
Lieut. Stanton and Officer Reid, who testified 
that, when they arrested Elllott, he said he was 
at home all the eyening of June 14—the night 
of the murder. 

Elliott was sworn, and testified that he dia not 
know Mahoney, and had never seen bim. He 
was inno way connected with the burglary of 
Jones’ house or tne killing of Mahoney. He was 
at home all day June 14, reading a book,— 
*Charles Dickens.“ About 8 o'clock in the 
evening he went out to meet a man who was 
going into business with bm. He walked as far 
as Madison and Robey streets, when, fearing | 
that he 


would be overtaken by the stornm., he | 
returned, * 
REACHING HIS MOTHER'S HOUSE ABOUT 9 
O CLOCK, 

He went to bed. but bow long after that bour 
he could not tell. Hs mother spoke to him 
during the nigut.—he could not tell what 
she said,—and also in the morning. The 
brace which was found beside Maboney was not 
his. He had never seen it befure the inquest. On 
the cruss-examination, conducted by Mr. Mills, 
Elliott said he had served a year in the reniten- 
tiary for burglary, and that he had been arrested 
two or three times after his release, being sent 
to the Bridewell once. He denied knowing Coiby | 
Johuson, Eddi Powers, and other thieves, but 
udimitted that they had been in bis room at Mrs. 
Duane's, where he used to board. He refused 
to answer a question as to whecher be bad told 
his mother he was going to the Transit House 
to work, but tbe Court said be must, 
and then he admitted that be had 
done 80, saying, however, that he didn’t go to 
the Stock-Yards. He sicpt in the basement at 
home, getting in by pushing aside a window- 
curtain. No other person slept there. Mrs. 
Eliictt, her two daughiers, Mrs, Anna Bowles, 
Minnie Chase, and Mrs. Mary E. Wilder testified 
that Eiliott was at home the night Mahoney was 
shot. 

The arguments will be made to-day.

ELDER WHITE. 


A Sketch of the Life of a Remarkable 
Man, and the Founder of Seventh-Day 
Adventism. 

Special Corgespondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Aug. 7.—Elder 
James White, who died here last nignt, and 
whose death was announced in Tue Tun 
UNE this morning, was one of the most prom- 
inent men, religiously, of the age. He was 
at the time of his death President of the 
Seventh-Day Adventist Publishing Associa- 
tion, President of the Battle Creek College, 
and also the head of the Seventh- ay Ad- 
ventist Church, of which he was the founder. 
He was born at Palmyra, Me., Aug. 4, 1821. 
and was therefore 60 years of age ut the time 
of his death. His father. Deacon John White, 
was a lineal descendant of Jolin White, who 
Was a sou of Peregrine White, whose name jis 
famous in bistory as being the first white child 
born in the colony of the Piigrims who landed 
upon .Piymouth Rock from the tempest-tossed 
Mayflower in 1620. When visiting the Centen- 
nial Exhibition in 1876 Elder James White had 
the pieasu:e of viewing in the New England 
log-cabin the veritable cradie whose gentle 
swaying quieted the slumbers of his renowned 
ancesturs more than twoanda half centuries 
ago. Eider White's father possessed the silver 
kriee-buackles worn to this country by the tather 
of Peregrine White, which are now heid as an 
heirloom by his nephew, Prof. Johu White, of 
Harvard College. Eider White's mother was a 
granddaughter of Dr. Samuel Sbepard, an emi- 
nent Baptist divine of New Engiand. She was a 
woman of strong mental power, and a most 
amiable and devout Christian. His ancestors on 
both sides were remarkable for physical and in- 
tellectual strength, both of which qualities he 
inherited in a very marked degree. 

Although deprived of the early educational 
advantages enjoyed by many. he was not con- 
tent to allow bis natural talents to remain un- 
cultivated, but improved every opportunity for 
acquiring knowledge. both by private study and 
by attendance at the best schools within his 
reach. He made rapid progress in his studies 
and before he bad attained his majority bac 
gained au enviable reputation as ateacher. He 
was especially successful in school government, 
reducing to an orderly and studious condition 
schools which had been notorious for their 
unruly and ungovernable character. At the 
early age of 21 Mr. White entered the ministry, 
enlisting his energies in the Second Advent 
movement, which was at that time exciting 
great interest in the theological world. In this 
work he met with extraordinary success, but 
his labors were so arduous and his exposure so 
great that his health was seriousiv fujured, and 
much suffering was entailed upon him in after 
years. in 1846 Mr. White was united in marriage 
to Ellen G. Harmon. 

In 1849 he began publishing at Middleton, 
Conn., a small denominational paper called the 
Present Truth, The next year this little sheet 
was enlarged, arid issued at Paris, Me., under 
the name of the Advent Review and Sabbath Her- 
ald. A year later it was removed to Saratoga 
Springs, and the year toliowing to Rochester. N. 
V. In 1855 the office of publication, which was 
by this time very greatly enlarged, was removed 
to Battle Creek. Mich, where it has since re- 
mained. Elder White entered upon the work of 
publishing with little encouragement from 
others,and for many ye devoted to it hia 
best energies. To his remarkable toresight and 
business sugacity, economical management, and 
persevering energy, must be largely attributed 
the great success which has attended this enter- 
prise. At first the printing was dove at a job 
office, and the sheets were {vided where the pa- 

er was edited.—in a small garret.—the pub- 
isher carrying the entire editiou seven miles to 
the Post-(Office in a varpet-sack over bis shoul- 
der. The work bas increased to such an extent 
that it now requires four large brick buildings 
in which to carry on the business connected 
with the publication of the eview and Herad in 
this city. These contain eight large presses, 
which are kept running day and night, and also 
contain a full outtit of printing, binding, 
electrotvping, and sterevtyping machinery. 

The same  oflice also issues resularly 

fourteen other periodicals, with an ag- 

gregate circulation of about 30,000 

each issue, together with more than 50.0% 0 

pages of books, pamphlets, and other publica- 

tious each year, ineluding pumerous works 
upon health and temperance, besides those en- 
tirely denominational. The amount of mail 
sent out from this Office is so large as to make the 

City of Battie Creek third in postai importance 

in the State. The work bas reached even be- 

yond the extensive interests or Battle Creek, 
and a large branch publishing house has been 
established at Oakland. Cal., anc a fund of $10,- 

000 bas been raised for the equipment of an of- 

fice at Basle, Switzerland, where already two 

monthly papers are regularly issued, together 
with numerous publications in French, German. 
and italian. The various publishing houses are 
owned by incorporated associations, organized 
eo White, and managed by Boards of 

Trustees, of which he is the President. The 

one at Battle Creek bas a capital stock of over 


130,000. 

e In addition to bis arduous labors in this direc- 
tion be has always performed the duties ot a 
Gospel minister. He hes traveled through all 
sections of the United States advancing the in- 
terests of the denomination known as Seventh- 
Day Adventists, of which be has always been 
the acknowledged bead, having been President 
of their General Conference since its organiza- 
tion, except when incapacitated by iliness. He 
has also added to his other duties those of 
author and editor, having for many years writ- 
ten pumerous works on Scriptural subjects in 
addition to weekly editorial articles. Tweive 
years ago Elder White, with others, was instru- 
mental in the establishment of a m insti- 
te pl at Battle * now known as the Med- 
jcal and Surgical Sanitarium, in which institu- 
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In 1868 Eider White r the estab- 
lishment of a denominational college in this 
city, which was tinally accomplished lu 1874 by 
tite ofganization of an educational society and 
the erection of a fine college-building at an ex- 
pense of about $160,000. Althougti so bort a 
time in operation, the eollege has met with phe- 
Lomenal success, and tas a full corps of pro- 
fessors and instructors and a complete curricu- 
lum. Elder White was President of this coile 
and of the Boara of Trustees to Whom its ma 
agement is intrusted. He early espoused the 
cause of Second-Adventism, and m 1644 com- 
pleted the organizanon of the denomination 
afterwards distinguished as Seventh-Day Au- 
ventists. Through bis own efforts and those of 
his wife and their colaborers, a denomination 
comprising mere than 50000 members has been 
raised up and united in the most compiete and 
thorough organization ef any religious body in 
existence. 

Elder White possessed many strong trait: of 
character, which commanded an unusual de- 
gree of respect and eminently fitted him for the 
responsibilities which he has so ably borne: In 
personal appearance be was commanding and 
dignified, and possessed a sogial disposition 


Which made for him a multitude of Feri. ads 


Wherever he went, and which contributed 
largely to bis wide and useful influence. The 
marked characteristics to which his success as a 
unancier and bustness- manager were in a great 
meéea¢ure due were his wonderful acuteness of 
perception and remarkable memory of facts 
and detaiis. He possessed also a versatility of 
talent which enabled him to adapt himself to 
new circumstances with uncommon facility. 
Foresight, sagacity. caution, and sound judg- 
ment are prominent tralts which have been 
continually illustrated in bis management of 
both business and church affairs. 

As a minister of the Gospel Elder White has 
labored with untiring energy, and often far be- 
yond his strength when overburdened with 
other duties. His worth has been greatly appre- 
ciated by his people, who have always regarded 
aim as their chiet counseior in all matters of 
importance. His readiness to assume responsi- 
bility has brought upon him an amount of labor 
which very few S ser ges could dave en- 
dured, and which several times resulted in his 
prostration. Twice be tas Suffered frum apo- 
plexy, once so severely as to be wholly incapaci- 
tated for labor for two ears, but by the adop- 
tion of simple remedial means and his natarally 
good constitution he has each time recovered 
bis natural vigor and his former usefulness. 
He always attributed his‘ powers of endurance 
very largely to his simple dietetic habits, having 
adopted a reformed mode of living more than 
twenty years ago, in consequence of poor health 
at that time. inding the advantages of a sim- 
ple diet and a temperate living to be great, be 
at once introduced the same reforms among bis 
people. The result is vow seenin an organiza- 
1 on of more thah thirty thousand persons, not 

eof whom is addicted to tne use of alcoholic 
drinks of any sort, or of tobacco. Tea, coffee, 

ooo and ail such stimulants are discarded by 
them, and pork and all other gross articies of 
food are excluded from their tables. Public po- 
sitions of honor and responsibility have fre- 
quently been offered to Elder White, but he bas 
usually refused to accept them, feeling that it 
was his duty to devote his full energy to his 
chosen work. During the last thirty years he 
bas resided in Battle Deeek, Mich., but latteriy 
has spent considerable time in Colorado and 
California, where be has built up large branch 
establishments, in connection with his wife, who 
has aided bim in all bis arduous labors in orgun- 
izing churches and holding revival meetings 
throughout the country. „Ms.“

LAST WEEK'S MORTALITY. 


The report of the Registrar of Vital Statistics 
shows that there were 527 deaths in the city last 
week, against 334 the week preyious, an in- 
crease of 193. For the same week in I880 the 
deaths were 221, and in 1879 they numbered 199. 
Of the decedents, 357 were children under 
5years of age. The annual death-rate was equal 
to 50.52 of each 1,000 of our population. 
The chief causes of death were as foilows: 
Diarrheal diseases, 183; acute lung. 19: acci- 
dents, 11; murder, 1; suicide, 3; sunstgoke, 8; 
cerebro-spinal fever, 10; typhoid fever, 23; ma- 


this is the largest weekly mortality in the Dis- 
tory of the city. Dr. De Woif considersit not 
extraordinary use of the three days ot hot 
weather.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 

At the meeting of the Council beid a week 
ago Ald. Watkins introduced a petition, signed 
by Robert Luw, Edson Keith, W. G. McCormick, 
Josepb Sears, Milan C. Bullock, Josepb Austrian, 
David A. Kohn, Francis C. Cross, and Herbert C. 
Ayer, asking for permission for the Brush 
Electric-Light Company to lay wires in the 
streets. The accompanying ordinance, which 
wus referred to the Judiciary Committee, pro- 
vides as tollows: That the Brush Eliggtric- Light 
Company of Chicago, III., is bhereb Authorized 
to construct and maintain a line or lines of 
wires for the transmission of electricity, for 
light and power only, through the streets and 
tunnels, and under the bed of the Chicago 
River and its branches, so as in nowise 
to interfere now or hereafter with the naviga- 
tion of said river or its branches. The line or 
lines of wires to be constructed along such 
streets and across the river or branches at such 
points and in such manner as the Department 
of Public Works may direct. Provided, how- 
ever, that all the acts and doings of said Com- 
pany relating to and under this ordinance shall 
be subject to any ordinance that may hereatter 
be pussed by the City Council concerning the 


game. 

Yesterday afternoon the Judiciary Committee 
met at 4 o'clock, and took up this matter, when 
Mr. Cross, the Secretary ot the Brush lLaght 
Company, who was present by invitation, stated 
the objects of the Company. Before that, how- 
ever, some routine business was disposed of, 
among which was the consideration of the bond 
of * Fish Miller, which was found to be satis- 
factory as to the sureties, but the Committee 
refused to recommend his confirmation until 
the ordinance repealing the office of Fish lu- 
spector was disposed of. 

The Brush Lighting ordinance was then taken 
up, and Mr. Cross stated that the Company did 
not at present propose to @tilize the power of 
electricity for running small machinery, but 
might hereafter. It was their intention to use 
the voltaic arc to light large stores and business 
houses, which would require no wires to be laid 
In the streets. The corporation was desirous of 
carrying wires across streets for the purpose of 
carry: the lights into stores where it was de- 
sired. It was their intention at some future 
time to attempt to light the streets. It was also 
their intention to have a central station for 500 
lights, which would require a 500-horse power 
engine. The largest dynamo-machine made 
use of was of forty-light power. The wires of 
other cities were run on posts. In New York 
they were run on lamp-posts, but this system 
would be too expensive bere for business ligut- 
ing only. A central station would readily light 
the South Division. The tight could be trans- 
mitted from one point as well as another. The 
availability of a site would be governed only by 
its cost, and the cost of transportation. of fuel, 
etc. Mr. Cross wanted the right to lay wires so 

hat the Company could do some of the large 
usiness awaiting it. The matter was tempora- 
rily laid ver.

TUG-WHISTLES. 


THE INFERNAL RACKET STILL GOES ON. 

About 3 o'clock last Friday morning a good 
many of the inhabitants of the North Division, 
and those residing on Michigan avenue north of 
Twelfth street, were aroused from their peace- 
ful slumbers by the unearthly bow! from the 
so-called Siren, or fog-horn, of the lake-tug 
Favorite, which at that inconvenient bour ar- 
rived off the harbor with three lumber-laden 
barges in tow, The sounds were continued for 
fully ten minutes, and were forthe purpose of 
arousing the tug-men at the dock, so that tne 
tugs would come out to take tbe three barges 
alluded to up the river. The Favorite succeeded 
not only in getting ber tugs, but in arousing 
about 50,000 of the inhabitants of Chicaro from 
sleep, and getting — 2 — equivalent amount of 
indignation. The night-patrol of the Citizens’ 
Association, Who was on the Kush strect bridge 
watching the Favorite, says the blast was just as 
piercing asif the horn bad been but 200 yards 
from him. The effect was simply frightful. 

Whether the Favortte was within police juris- 
diction or not at this time, ber officers should 
bave had some consideration for the citizens 
who were ly unconsciously * under ber guns,” 
so to speak. In this connection, the question 
arises why thai mode of communicating with 
the shore cannot be abandoned aitogether. and 
rockets substituted; or the necessity avuided by 
sending a boat on shore to notify the river tugs. 
As the departurg of the lumber tows from be- 
low is known by telegraph, and the arrival here 
can be calculated within afew hours, it seems 
very strauge that more noise shouid be made 
over the arrival of one lumber tow than would 
be necessary for the whole fleet. 

After the Favorite had distributed her barges, 
they procecded up the river attached to differ- 
ent tugs, one of which, asif in emulation of that 
vessel. biew ber whistie with great vigor and 
violence from Goodrich's dock up to State 
street, notwithstanding the protests of the 
bridge-tenders and of the officers of the Favor- 
ite, which wasin company. When the Captain 
of that river tug pays his $25 fine, as be has been 
summoned to do to-day, he will, perhaps, regret 
his illegal expression of temper. 


MRS. M. A. OLIVER. 


THE REMAINS TAKEN TO CLEVELAND. 

The body of Mrs. Mary A. Oliver, which was 
held at the Mercy Hospital by order of Dr. N. 
S. Davis, was delivered to Mr. Jordan, the un- 
dertaker, yesterday and sent to Cleveland in the 
afternoon. It seems that Mrs. Oliver, who was 
a respectable woman and of good family in Ohio, 
was a-widow, and, for some reason, left her 
home and came to this city to earn a livelihood. 
She had been employed by Mrs. Dr. Gould at $15 
a month previous to her sickness. When ill she 
refused to tell who her people were in order that 
they might be telegraphed to. After her death, so 
little being known about her, Dr. Davis became 
suspicions and declined to give up the remains 
when her family, through Mr. Jordan, asked 
tor them. Mrs. Oliver was admitted to the 
Mercy iiospital Monday and died Friday. Ino 
the absence of Dr. Davis. who really knew little 
about the case, baving left the patient in the 
care of a subordinate,a death certificate was 
issued by Dr. Thurston, who had attended Mrs. 
Oliver before she went to the hospital. A 
burial permit was procured from the Department 
of Health on the strength of this document, 
but Dr. Martin, the subordinate before meu- 
tioned, would not recognize it. Aithough the 
body was under bis control. and be was 
impressed with the idea of foul play, Dr. Davis 
did not make an autopsy, nor did be notify the 
Coruner to hoid an inquest. When the woman 
was received at the hospital, his diognosis 
agreed witb that of Dr. Thurston,—that she was 
suffering from inflammation of the stomach and 
bowels. Dr. Davis must have becoine convinced 
that his conjectures were entirely unfounded, 
fur be yesterday permitted the body to be takeu 
away. It is always well to be cautious, but 
when there is nothing to justify suspicton it 
is hardly right to cast reproach on a 
woman who was innocent o any lapses. 
The employés of Mercy Hospital need watch- 
ing, for one of themisathief. When Mrs. On- 
ver was admitted she had $i5in gold. She paid 
$10 in advance for a weex’s board, and only one 
cent was found in her purse after her death. 
So one of the persous who had access to her 
must be $5 ahead. The physicians and Sisters 
deplore any such occurrence, and an attempt 
Will doubtless be made to run down the culprit 
witha view to dismissal and prosecution for 
larceny.

SUBSTANTIAL TOKEN OF THE ESTEEM IN WHICH

Father Thomas Cashman, pastor of St. Jar- 
lath’s Church, left this city last evening for the 
old land on athree months’ vacation.

SUBURBAN. 
HYDE PARK. 

The Board of Education of District No. 1 met 
last night at the High School. The contractor 
for the Greenwood Avenue School asked the 
Board to allow him $600 for losses on his con- 
tract, occasioned by the tardiness ot other 
contractors in finishing their work. The request 
was referred. The assessment for the improve- 
ment of Fiftieth street, amounting to $145, was 
ordered paid. The Committee on Buildings and 
and Grounds were requested to visit the 
Cornell School, and were empowered to 
make any needed improvements.

Suspension of Comstock & Co., 
One of the Largest Houses 
in the Trade. : 


The Liabilities Estimated at the 
Neighborhood of $100,- 
000. 


Higher Prices Generally in the 
Grain Markets. 


The suspension of G. P. Comstock & Co. was 
reported on Change yesterday morning. Rumors 
about the condition of the firm were in circula- 
tion late Saturday afternoon, but they were 
contradicted by authority, and the report yes- 
terday that the house had laid down was re- 
ceived with some doubt at first. It is under- 
stood that the firm felt quite sure up to the last 
that the dilliculties could be bridged over, and 
the busiuess be continued without interruption. 
The losses are estimated at from $100,000 to 
$125,000. The open deals were transferred to 
another house, which was checking them off 
and making some settlements yesterday, but up 
to a late hour the work had not progressed far 
enouga to enabie one to tell how matters stood. 

Cowstock & Co. have been doing an extensive 
business, especially in corn and oats. For some 
time past they have been looked upon as the 
heaviest shippers of corn on the Bourd. They 
also carried vu a receiving Dusiness, and had 


‘considerable cribbed corn in the country, as 


well as Oats, against which sales had been made 
in this market for tuture delivery. ‘There were 
rumors on the rd that Mr. Comstock had 
ulso been operating on the sbort side of wheat 
either for himself or others. 


Comstock & Co. is an old firm on Chauge, and 


has occupied a prominent position. Faiimyg in 
18,5, .aey settled for 25 cents on the dollar, and, 
resuming business, soon recovered their former 
standing. Their operations have probably been 
larger in Cura than in other produce, though 
they were by uo means confined to this grain. 

Mr. Comstock said yesterday that che affairs 
of the firm were so spread out that it would take 
some time to get tnem together and find out the 
true situation. He stated that they had lost 
heavily on shipments of corn to New York 
which had not stood the inspection there, the 
grain having become heated or out of condition 
while in transit. The losses on these ship- 
ments de roughly estimated at about 350. 
000. Against these shipments the urm 
sold short in this market as a hedge, and the 
local deal having turued against them they had 
lost about $50,000 more, 


MAKING $100,000 IN ALL. 


They had also sold corn and oats for future de- 
livery against the cash properly held in the 
country, a large part of the corn being in cribs, 
Owing to the frightful advance in prices during 
the past few days they had been sbarply called 
upon to put up margins, and respoaded 
till their ability to do s0 was at an end. 
Mr. Comstock expects to bave a statement of 
the affairs of the house ready in a day or two, 
and the suspension may prove to be only tem- 
porary. 

Early in the spring parties in the shipping 
trade looked upon the sbipment of corn cargoes 
East with suepicion. They were afraid the 
ruin could not be depended upon to keep in 
good condiuon, the peculiar weather condi- 
tions of the winter being 
adverse to the keeping qualities of corn. 
Mr. Comstock took hola when others were hang- 
ing back, and had the good fortune to get sev- 
eral curgoes turough all right, out of which he 
made considerable money, the profits being all 
the greater, as he had little competition in the 
business for several weeks. Partiesin the trade 
say that this success made him overconfident, 
as he then commenced to operate on a larger 
scale than they would have deemed prudent, 
even after seeing his success with the earlier 
consignments. 

It is whispered by those in the trade that a 
good deal of the corn that bas failed to pass in- 
spection as No. 2iu New York graded down be- 
cause it Was not straight No. 2 wnen it left dere, 
a good deal of it being a mixture ot about two- 
thirds No. 2 and one-third rejected. It was not 
definitly stated yesterday that Mr. Comstock's 
corn got out of condition for that rea- 
son, but it was supposed highiy probable 
that he had been or thought himseif forced to 
resort to the mixing process in order to compete 
on equal terms with other shippers who were do- 
ing the same thing. 

A. J. Maloy was also reported to have gone 
under.“ The party could not be found yester- 
day. He is understood to have been doing a 
rather smali brokerage business, and some say 
he was carrying short wheat. Mr. Maloy retired 
from the Board a few years ago with, it is said, 
a comfortabie sum of money.

It was 
thought by many that the farmers were 
pusbing the barvest and thrashing the graiu 
with all speed in order to get it bere this month, 
as country shippers have thoroughly advised 
them that there is a corner in August wheat, 
and the grain is likely to fetch good prices dur- 
ing the month. The clique were also thought 
to be settling September wheat, which rose to 
$1.15'4, and feil ot later. The “ tailers were 
also said to be raking in their profits. 

Corn advanced l's cents per busbel and was 
irregular, the full range on September being 
53% @55%. The crowd is said to be heavy long, 
and some of the heaviest operators seemed to 
be selling out at the top. Some think a new 
crowd is getting under the market, and that the 
old one is crawling out, satistied that corn has 
been bullied up for all it is worth at present. 
Nevertheless, the country is said to have a great 
deal of corn iu cribs and wind, and is quite 
confident it will yet touch cents. 
It was stated yesterday that letters from various 
parts of the corn region said the crop was in a 
much better condition than thirty days ago. 
Few wrote tbat the damage from drought was 
very much, and the late corn on the low lands 
is said to have been benefited by the dry hot 
spell. The late rains were a great beip. In 
Nebraska the crop is said to give promise of 
being the largest ever raised. 

Oats were stronger in sympathy with corn, 
selling up to ce for September, and closing 
easier. It is said the Eastern demand is likely 
to be smaller this season than last, as they have 
a good crop down there.

The boom which struck the camp-meeting 
at Lake Bluff subsided to a great extent yester- 
day. although there was every indication of in- 
creased general interest.

Of the work 
of Christ in regard to this doctrine, it was only 
necessary to say t He made it a certainty, 
for we knew that “if our earthly houses of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have a building of 
God, a house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens.”’

A Racine Man Wildly Claims to Be the 
Inventor of the “KEdison Carbon 
Lamp.“ 

Svecial Correspondence of The Chicago Trioune. 

Ractne, WIS., Aug. 6.—To-day a young elec- 
ican, named Walter K. Freeman, returned to 
Racine, where previous to 1879 he had operated 
mm electric shop on asmah scaie,—his sign indi- 
eating his business to be putting in electric 
burgiar-alarms, etc. During his residence here 
ne devoted himself to the sohflion of the elec- 
tric-light problem. with what success the near 
future wilishow. The statement, as given your 
sorrespondent, is, that ne finally sneceeded in 
producing an electric-lamp, the principle of 
which was then unknown to any one, and entirely 
lifferent from that upon which Edison 
was working at Menlo Park. That’ Free- 
man perfected such a light, is beyond 
all reasonable doubt, as many business-meu 
here will bear testimony. The result of his 
labors was attestel by the forfhation of an 
organization, which, however, flualty lost su- 
cient interest in the invention to provide 
tinancially for its success. Freeman continued 
to perfect the lamp. and soon had completed 
one which, it is alleged, is the identical. carbon 
lamp now used by Edison, without a single im- 
provement in any particular. 

Freeman, in au interview, is reported as hav- 
hig said: * The peculiarity of this invention is 
its simplicity and its originality with myself. It 
is a well-known fact that,when a piece of paper, 
wood, or other fibrous material is exciuded from 
the air, and slowly broughi toa bigh heat, with 
the exception of a slight shrinkage it retains 
almost its original elasticity. Taking that 
as the basis of the invention, the next 
steps were to find out the purest of substances 
to produce the carbon. A great many materials 
would make carbon, possessing such properties 
as to render it impracticabic for an electric 
lamp. Any material where silicate of soda, sul- 
phur, or its agents were present, would be worth- 
leas. Therefore, not being a chemist, it was a 


long and tedious hunt to find something that | 
would have the properties required to obtain | 


the desired resuits. The search carried me 
through two or three years’ labor in that line 
one. The next step was to tind some way of 
Sealing and putting tho carbon in a re- 

which was tried in many 
forms. 1 then melted and sealed 
tho giass direct to the platinum,—this 
being entirely original with we. and, in fact, 
any electrician will admit that nothing of the 
kind was known previously in electrical science. 
After perfecting the lamp, and making suc- 
cessful experiments with it, 1 sent it to Thomas 
A. Edison, towether witha de scription. ‘1 heard 
Edison until, several months 
later earned that he bad taken outa patent 
in his own name on my invention. The rest is 
known. ‘The news went over the world that a 
perfect ligut had at last been found, and gas- 
The light is already in 
use in hundreds of pease, and Edison has made 
a fortune out of it. * to take lewal 
steps to vindicate my 4 t Rt to dite patent.“ 

Mr. Freeman is accompanied by his lawyers 
bere, for the purpose of obtaining the necessary 
evidence to show that he had shipped one of 
these lamps to Edison, at Menlo Park, before 
that gentleman bad experimented with this 
character of electric light: and that the great 
Edison light was a usurpation of bis own work. 
One of the lawyvers—J. A. Cook, of New York 
City—admitted to your correspondent that their 
object was to prove beyond a question of 
doubt that Freeman was tbe original inventor; 
aud to show through the courts that Edison is 
unentitled to the honors be assumes. J. E. K.

There was a free 
movement in groceries and a firm set of prices, 
the tendency in several lines—notably coffees, 
sugars, and rice—being Slightly upward. Dried 
fruits continue to show great strength; raisins, 
prunes, and currants are advancing. The fish 
market was unchanged. There was a firm 
market for dairy products. Fine butter is held 
higher, and prime cheese readily commands 
outside quotations, Oils were quiet and gener- 
ally tirm. Coal was firm. Pig-iron was in tair 
request at sustained prices. 

In bay a steady trade is noted for the better 
grades at unchanged quotations. Broom-corn 
sells slowly at last week's figures. In green 
fruits apples and peaches were slightly easier, 
while berries were scarce and higher. Meious 
were in plentiful supply. and sold below Satur- 
day’s prices. Hides are moving fairly, prices of 
all descriptions remaining steady.

As au aid to this move~ 
menton the part of manufacturers the low 
rates on grain has contributed to swell 
the size of the lumber fleet, and last 
week there were probably more vessels under 
charters to carry lumber than at any period in 
the history of the trade. The grand result bas 
been that the stock at all the mills has been 
pushed forward, and much lumber that would 
not have been shipped for months, or perhaps 
until next spring, bas been sent here to take ad- 
vantage of the boom.“ Piece-stuff his de- 
clined 750@#1.00 per 1,000 feet, and shingles 5% 
l0c, and yet the lumber market is crowded with 
vessels, some of them lingering two and three 
days, losing the time and being subject to the 
consequent demurrage, before disposing of their 
loads.

The Council held a regular weekly meeting 
last evening, Ald. Cullerton in the chair, and all 
the Aldermen present except Appleton, Burke, 
Hildreth, and Stauber. 

The monthly report of the Controller, showing 
receipts amouuting to $625,007 and expenditures 
to 8780, 247. C., was submitted and placed on file. 

A communication was received from the Com- 
missioner of Public Works stating that there 
was not mouey enough to their credit to pave 
Washington street and La Salle street tunnels, 
and asking that some other fund be desiguated 
from which the balance necessary might be 
taken. 

An order was presented authorizing the Com- 
missioner to use the dredging fund for the pur- 


pose. 

Ali. Burley moved to amend by inserting 
“contingent or any other available fund.”’ 

The amendment was agreed to, and the order 
as amended went through,—yeas, 22; nays, 8.— as 
follows:

Second—Concerts or other musical entertain- 
ments, panoramas, performances of any feats 
of juggiery, sleight of hand or necromancy, and 
exhibitions of auy natural or artiticial curiosi- 
ties, shail belong to and be known asan enter- 
tainment of the second-class. 

Third—Circuses, menageries, caravans, side- 
shows, and convert, minstrel, or musical enter- 
tainments given under a covering of canvas, ex- 
hibitions of monsters or freaks of nature, vari- 
ety and minstrel shows, athletic, ball or similar 
games or sports, and all other exhibitions, per- 
iormances, and entertainments not herein enu- 
merated, given in a building, hall, or under can- 
vas or other cover, or within any enclosure, shall 
belong to and be known as entertainments of 
the third-class. 

Fourth—All street shows, exhibitions, and de- 


| vices such as bird-sbows, galvanic batteries, tele- 


scopes, lifting machines, blowing and striking 
machines, and all other exhibitions and per- 
formances, or devices for the trial of strength, 
given, performed, or had upon or along the 
streets or public grounds of the City of Chicago, 
and all extibitions or shows not included in the 
three foregoing classes, shall belong to and be 
known as entertainments or exnibiuons of the 
fourth class. 

Some street shows which have heretofore 
escaped paying are required to take out a 
license, and the rates for all the others, as fixed 
in the revised ordinance, are increased from 25 
to 100 per cent. 

The ordinance was referred to the Committee 
on Liceuses.

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THE O'BRIEN INQUEST. 


The Cahill Family Held to the Grand 
Jury. 

The inquest on the body of Officer Patrick M. 
O’Brien, shot on the night of Aug. 1 in an 
attempt to arrest Thomas Cahill, was held yes- 
terday afternoon by Coroner Matson at the West 
Twelfth Street Station. 

The names of the jurors impaneled were as 
follows: H. F. Wachsmuth, foreman; John J. 
Phelan, D. O’Brien, Charles Kausel, Patrick Me- 
Manus. 

The first witness examined was Officer Ray. 
He testified to hearing a shot about balf-past 9 
on the night of Aug. 1, and, going in the direc- 
tion of the sound, met Keating and Dickson. 
The latter informed him that Thomas Cahill shot 
him. Found Cahill and asked him what he 
was shooting for. Cahill made no answer, 
but went into the house. The officer fol- 
lowed him, and again asked the prisoner 
the same question. He said he did not do any 
shooting. Mrs. Cahill came into the room and 
asked what was the trouble. On being told. she 
said her boy bad not been out of the house for 
halt an bour. Tom Cahill asked bim where 
Dickson was, and the officer told ‘him be was in 
the other room. Tom Cahill went into the other 
room and struck Dickson, knocking him towards 
the door. The officer then grabbed Tom, when 
his.brother caught bold of the officer, calling 
him some vile epithets. The officer made no ar- 
rest at the time because the family ejected him 
from the house. 

Capt. O'Donnell, Officers Butler and Heffron, 
and Lieut. Blettner also testitied, but their tes- 
timony did not differ materially from their 
statements already published. The bullettaken 
from O’Brien s body was identified by the offi- 
cers, as also the revolver found in Cahill's 
house. 

The boy Dickson, whom Cahill shot at, the bul- 
let passing through his parts, gave bis testi- 
mony. He exbibited to the jury the hole 
througb which the bullet passed, and said Tom 


Cahill did the shooting. 


After the witnesses were all examined Tom 
Cahiil made a short statement. He said he was 
afraid he was going to be licked by a crowd 
whom he was told were in waiting for him, and 
he thought Dickson was one of them, so he shot 
him. He made some confused remarks about 
shooting through the door at the others. 

Mrs. Cabill also asked leave to say a word. 
She laid the blame of the whole trouble on Offi- 
cer Ray. She was sorry that Officer O'Brien was 
killed, but it was all Officer Ray's fault 

The father, John Cahill, also had a word to say. 
He said he knew nothing of the shooting, and 
took no part init. He wasin bed when the offi- 
cers came to the house. 

At the close of the testimony, the jury, after 
about fiteen minutes’ deliberation, rendered the 
following verdict: 

We, the jury, after being duly sworn, find that 
Patrick . O'Brien came to bis death from a 
wound in bis breast made by a bullet fired*from 
a revolver in the hands of Thomas Cabill on the 
night of Aug. 1, with intent to commit murder, 
in rear of 50 Rebecea street, and recommend 
that said Thumas Cahill be held in custody for 
said murder to await the action of the Grand 
Jury of Cook Cougty. We also recommend that 
James Cahill, Ellen Cahill. and John Cabili be 
held as accessory before the fact to await the 
action of the Grana Jury. 

Shortly after the verdict was rendered, the 
Cahill family were taken to the County Jail, the 
boys being securely. handcuffed, while four po- 
licemen guarded them.
